Judge Caulfield’s letter to Mrs. Fannie L. Taylor, 
president of the Kansas City W. C. T. U., is an inter- 
esting document. Although designed to placate the 
militant drys whom Mrs. Taylor represents by its 
stern insistence upon law enforcement, it nevertheless 
reveals Judge Caulfield as a wet by principle. The 
Republican candidate for Governor says he stands 
squarely upon the Republican platform, but he gives 
it as his opinion that “the national platform does not 
declare in favor of prohibition.” In that he is tech- 
nically correct, even though the plank was framed 
by Senator Borah, dryest of the drys, and apparently 
meets the expectations of the Anti-Saloon League. 

Mrs. Taylor can derive whatever comfort she may 
from Judge Caulfield’s pledge of strict law observ- 
ance. The pledge, of course, is honestly made, though 
prohibition being utterly impossible of real enforce- 
ment. it does not mean mych.

Problem 


Canada by 1915 was legally dry from coast to coast; Bntish Columbia returned in 
1920 to a wet status, and was followed by every other province except Prince 
Edward Island and Nova Scotia; Quebec's system, best known in this country, 
discourages the use of hard liquor and returns a handsome fund to the treasury.

EAKING of means to advance temper

the experience of other nations. Our Cana- 
dian neighbors have gone far in this man- 
ner to soive this (liquor) problem by the 
method of sale made bw the state itself.

Much earlier engaged in the World War, 
and much harder hit by it than the United 
States, the Canadian Provinces separately 
tried various forms of dry-law enforcement 
with a unanimity that our states had not 
even approached when we made the costly 
error of spiking prohibition down in our 
Federal Constitution. AYberta went drv in 
1915. Within the next two years practically 
all the other wet provinces followed suit. 
When Quebec did so. in 1318, the Dominion 
was legally dry from sea to sea—with re- 
sults which we in the United States do not 
need to be told. In a population in char- 
acter much like our own, the arbitrary 
banning of all alcoholic @rinks worked out 
about as it has done south of the border.

British Columbia was. in 
province to seek a better way out.

United States. For most of our people 
Quebec furnished a nearer and bigger ex- 
ampie of handling the liquor traffic by con- 
trol rather than by prohibition.

hour before the fire in his living- 
room without turning a page of the 
volume of da Vinci's “‘Trattato del- 
la Pittura” which lay open before 
him. 

On one of his visits to the Greene 
mansion he had met and talked 
with Rex. At first the youth had 
been surly and resentful of our 
presence; but before we went away 
he and Vance were discussing such 
subjects as Einstein’s general-rela- 
tivity theory, the Moulton-Cham- 
berlin planetesimal hypothesis, and 
Poincare’s science of numbers, on 
a plane quite beyond the grasp of 
a mere layman like myself. Rox 
had warmed up to the discussion 
in an almost friendly manner, and 
at parting had even offered his 
hand for Vance to shake. 


On another occasion Vance had 
asked Sibella to be permitted to 
pay his respects to Mrs. Bahia wr 
His apologies to her— ch he 
gave a semiofficial flavor—for all 
the annoyance caused by the police 
immediately ingratiated him in the 
old lady’s good graces. He was 
most solicitous about her health, 
and asked her numerous questions 
regarding her paralysis—the na- 
ture of her spinal pains and the 
symptoms of her restlessness.

mental flashes of his which always 
seemed wholly intuitive but were, 
in reality, the result of long, subtle 
reasoning—remembered the __inci- 
dent at a crucial moment, and re- 
lated it swiftly to other incidents 
which in themselves appeared trif- 
ling, but which, when co-ordinated, 
took on a tremendous and terrible 
importance. 

During the second week follow- 
ing Chester Greene’s death the 
weather moderated markedly. We 
had several beautiful clear days, 
crisp, sunshiny and invigorating. 
The snow had almost entirely dis- 
appeared and the ground was firm, 
without any of the slush that usual- 
ly follows a winter thaw. On 
Thursday Vance and I called at 
the Greene mansion earlier than on 
any previous visit, and we saw 
Doctor Von Blon’s car parked be- 
fore the gate. 

“Ah!” Vance observed. “I do 
hope the family Paracelsus is not 
departing immediately. The man 
lures me; and his exact relation- 
ship to the Greene family irks my 
curiosity.” 

Von Blon, as a matter of fact, 
was preparing to go as we entered 
the hallway. Sibella and Ada, 
bundled in their furs, stood just 
behind him; and it was evident that 
they were accompanying him. 

“It was such a pleasant day,” 
explained Von Blon, somewhat dis- 
concertedly, “I thought I’d take the 
girls for a drive.”’ 

“And you and Mr. Van Dine 
must come with us,” chimed in 
Sibella, smiling hospitably at 
Vance. “If the doctor’s tempera- 
mental driving affects your heart 
action, I promise to take the wheel 
myself. I'm really an expert chauf- 
feur.”’ 

I surprised a look of displeasure 
on Von Blon's face; but Vance ac- 
cepted the invitation without de- 
mur; and in a few moments we 
were riding across town, comforta- 
bly installed in the doctor's big 
Daimler, with Sibella in front, next 
to the driver’s seat,’and Ada be- 
tween Vance and me in the ton- 
neau.
